verturn'd, run their Swords thro* the 
Bellies of the Horſes that trod them un- 
der-foot, Several Squadrons and Bat- 
talions took the place of their/Compa- 
nions; and mingling themſelves-with 
the Tmperialiſts, conſtrain'd them te 
give ground, The King overjoy'd at 
this happy Beginning, being only fol 
lowd by two Querries, made towards 
the Ripht, to view a Polit he meant to 
make uſe of, tho' the Baron a? Off kirch 
General of the Horſe exhorted;him more 
carefully to buiband his Life, and fell in- \ / 
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to the Body of -Maracini's Curiaſſiers, 
who kill'd him without knowing him 
with two Piſtol-ſhats, one in the Left 
- Arm, and the other in the Right 
Shoulder. Being fall'n to the Ground, 
and his two Querries with him, his 


Horſe return'd to the Camp of himſelf; 


and made it conjectured that he was 
dead by his Saddle that was wet with 
Blood z Thus 1s it related by moſt Hi- 
ſtorians. But others ſay, that the King 
with two Regiments attacqu*d the /m- 
perial Curiaſſiers : that he receiv'd a Pi- 
ſtol-ſhot that broke his Arm : that he 
diſſembled it for fear of intimidating his 
Men : that being Weakned by. the loſs 
of his Blood, he delired Francis- Albert

Then the Duke charg'd Count Gal:

halt, of the Count de Leuvenſtin, of Co- - 
lonel Brandeſtein, the Yellow and Blew 
of the Swedes and Finlanders, ſeconded 
him, all in a Rage upon hearing, of the 
King's Death. Their Artiijery being, - 
advanc'd play*d thartwiſe upon the /me 
perialiſts, and ſet Arms and Leggs a fly- 
ing in the Air, That of Waleſtein an- 
ſwer'd it without much effect : The _ 
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ſmoak of the Continual Musketades 


blinded the Combatants ; & death as it 
were in Indignation, to ſee it ſelf deſpi- 
fed by ſo many Men, glutted it ſelf 


with Blood and Slaughter. After this 


/ furious ſhack, which laſted two hours, 
the Imperialiſts being ſtartled at the 
Dzath or Wounds of their Principal 
Captains, and ſaluted with twenty pic- 
ces of Canon, quitted their Ranks ; ard 
Walleſten having cavs?d Lutzen to bc 
burnt, and- a part of the Baggage, to 
conceal this Diſorder, they retreated 
without being briskly purſued. As well 
by reaſon of the wearineſs of the Seder, 
and of the fear they were in of enga- 
ging themſelves in Perils they did.not 


ſee, as by a thick Fogg which with. 


it's darkneſs uſher'd in thatof the night, 
In this Battel they got twenty pleces 
of Canon, a part of the [wperialiſts Bag: 
gage; anumber of Standards and Cor- 
nets; and loſt General Iſler, ſome Co- 
lonels and Officers, and five thouſand 
Soldiers, the moſt part of the Blew and 
Yellow Regiments, and of thoſe of Ar- 


halt, Leuvenſtein, and Brandeſtein. Thoſe 


of Conſideration that were wounded 
were Bernard Duke of Weymar, who 
by his valour and Prudence aſſured 
them of Vitory, a Prince of Anhalt, 
Count de Nilis,Colonel Brandeſtein,Wil- 
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deſtein, Winchel, Relinguen, and Erneffits 
of Saxony Duke of Weymer, who ſhew'd 
himſelf the worthy Brother of Bernard. 
The Jmperialiſts left twelye thouſand 
Men upon the ſpot + and among others 
Iſoleni ; the Abbot of. Fulde, Berthaut 
Walleſtein the Generals Kinſman, Preg- 
nier General of the Artillery, Weſtrons, - 
Witzleby, and Count Pappenheirs, Lieu-- 
tenant-General of the League, taken off 
in the Middle by a Cannon-Bullet, being 
iofinttely regretted by his Party. Fran- 


ciſco de Medics Prince 'of Tuſcany, 


Gala, Merode, Holck, Gitavio Pico- 
lomini, were Wounded ; and this latter 
by {ix Musketades, without mentioning 


five Horſes he had kilPd under him. 
' Ina word, all their Officers ſhed Blood 


In this Action; and Weleftein himſelf in 


his Litrer receiv'd a Piſtol-bullet tn his.

field of Batte]l, The Next day they 
made aMuſter at Weiſſenfels; and EleCted 
Bernard Duke of Weymar for their Ge- 


neral, Chancellor Oxenftiern went from 


Newremberg to Erfurt, wihyther he re- 
moved the Chancery ; ana took _ 
im 
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him the Direction of the Civil and Mi. 
litary affairs, 14x concerned the Swediſh 
Army, of Upper and Lower Saxony, of 

Moravia, Bavaria, Franconia, 
Swabie, Alſatia, and the New Leavies 
the Count dela Gardie had made. 

In the Morning, the Kings Body, af- 
ter a good long ſearch,was tound naked, 
all bruiſed, by having been trodden un- 
der the Porfſes feet : ; and his two Quer- 
ries ſtretched by hiir, the One dead, and 
the Other iti]] living, who related how 
this accident had happen'd. One of his 
Spurrs fell inte tle hands of Holck's 
Trumpetter, wio olten ſhew'd it; and 
2 Buft-Coat which he woar on the day 
of his Death, in:o thoſe of Picolomini, 
Guſt auus- Adolphus Itved thirty ſeven 
Years, - ten Months, and ſeventeen 
days; & had received thirteen Wounds 
before thoſc of which he dy*d. By his 
Wife Maria-Elearora, the Daughter of 
Sigiſmond, Eletor of 'Brandenbourg, he 
had two Daughters, Chriſtinagwho dy?d 
whena Year old : and Chriſtins Born 
on the 8th of December. 1626. who ſuc- 
ceeded him. His Bcdy was carried to 
Naumbourg, then to Wol [raſt,and thence 
to Stockholre, the Metrepolis of Sueden, 

where It was interr'd, He was venturous, 
ſometimes without neceſſity; nay and

that dropt from the ſides, does often 
daſh the Workmen to pieces. Eſpecially 
in War he abſolutely neglected his Life; 
and performd rather the Duty of a 
Soldier than of a General, When they 
. Mmade him this reproach, he ſaid in his 
, MExcuſe, that Armies ſlight the danger 
- Mthey ſhare in with their King : that if 
- Generals did not/act' in Perſon, they 
| Mcould not Atchieve'any great Conquelſts,

nor acquire a_--glittering Reputation, 
which 1s ever their Principal force ; that 
thoſe that ſhun Death meet with it oft- 
ner than thoſe that icek it - That Fulirs 
Ceſar was never wounded, tho' he ever 
fought in. the formolt Ranks of his 
Troups : That Hlexander did with his 
Blood Dye, the way that led him to the 
Empire of the Eaft : that in the paſlage 
of the River Grenicus, he had his helmet 
Cloven by a blow with a Hatchet to his 
very Hair. At the fiege of Gaza his 
ſhoulder was run thro? with a Datt. 
In the Country of the Maracandians the 
Bone of his Leg was Cloven with an 
Arrow : In Hyrcania, a Blow cf a ltone 
upon his Neck put him into a Swoon, 
and had like to have bereaved him of his 
light : Againſt the Aſacaniens his heel 
broke by a Dart : At the Battel of /-
